INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY 


The Mond scheme for the ration- 
alization of industry in Britain is a 
challenye to the outworn and in- 
efficient methods of production and 
distribution whose abandonment is 
an imperative necessity, not only for 
the revival of trade in general, bui 
to check the spread of unrest that 
will inevitably increase the strength 
of socialism, 

Political as well as economic con- 
siderations are involved in this 
scheme; they are, indeed, insepar- 
able; for if industry is not reorgan- 
ized on a profitable basis, and more 
harmonious relations established be- 
tween workers and employers, the 
balance of political power will shift 
to labor, and when that happens the 
country may find itself faced by a 
party of irreconcilables who may be 
tempted to experiment with extreme- 
ly radical measures in the hope of 
rehabilitating the business of the na- 
tion, 

The enlightened leaders of both 
labor and capital fully realize that 
peace in industry is the very founda- 
tion of national prosperity, Strikes 
and lockouts have proved d trous 
alike to both parties, and yet there 
are die-hards on both sides who re- 
fuse to entertain any suggestions of 
friendly co-operation, professing to 
believe that such a course would be 
an admission of retreat from the 
traditional policy of hostility and 
divergent interests, 

There are employers who think in 
terms of lower wages and longer 
hours as the only means by which 
they can recover lost ground, and 
who refuse to admit the necessity for 
the scientific reorganization of their 
factories. There are trades unionists 
who retain a spirit of uncompromis- 
ing antagonism and suspicion to- 
ward employe rs generally, and who 
view with distrust any overtures 
which savor of cone ion and 
identity of interests. 

The principles of the Mond scheme 
have been approved by the Trades 
Union Congress, but the Employers’ 
Confederation have not yet endorsed 
it, the reason being that the obstin- 
ate conservatism of some of the 
employers ig opposed to a plan that 
would tend }to the democratization 
of industry, and of which the pro- 
posed National Industrial Council of 
the Mond scheme would constitute 
the parliament for the consideration 
and settlement of all questions re- 
lating to industry as a whole. 

The die-hards are fighting bitter- 
ly, but reason and necessity are lead- 
ing the nation toward democracy of 
industry as the best solution for 

heir economic difficulties.

The theory 
in North America is to stabilize each 
industry as to output, then reduce 
and take the load off the backs of 
workers, put it onto machinery, pay 
high wages and increase the buying 
power of the ma 

England is suffe 
today because the buying power of 
her approximately one- 
third the buying power of the masses 
of United States. 

You cannot pay high wages under 
the theory of competition, You can 
phy high wages under an industrial 
system stabilized by organization, 

And until John Bull gets away 
from the old doctrine of competitive 
free trade, the brain, the blood and 
the brawn of England will be ex- 
hausted in an industrial battle that 
has no profit and no future. 

Wealth, like water, gravitates t« 
a level that attracts it, and the level 
that is today attracting wealth is 
natural resources, particularly me- 
tals, plus engineering skill and 
laboratory science, plus 
promotion,
